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ALL ON BOARD LOST

UNKNOWN VESSEL FOUNDERS 
IN ONTARIO. 


Much Damage Reported By the Storm 
On 
the Different 
Lakes—News 
Brought to 
Land By a Carrier 
Pigeon—Desolation In the Florida 
Cyclone's W ake. 


C h ic a g o , Oct. 12.—A furious north­ 
west gale struck Lake Ontario, Lake 
Erie, and Lower Lake Huron Wednes­ 
day night. 
For many boats the storm 
came unexpectedly and considerable 
damage was done to shipping. 
Sev­ 
eral boats are known to be disabled 
sud helpless on the lakes but their 
identity will not be known until the 
vtorrn abates or they are driven ashore. 
A large num ber of boats are under 
Long Point, on the north shore of 
Lake Erie, but it is impossible to get 
the names. 
The only report of loss of life comes 
from Oswego. 
A vessel thought to be 
the H artford foundered with all on 
board. 
Elsewhere several sailors were 
injured seriously during the storm. 
Heroic work by the various life saving 
stations prevented greater loss of life. 
Doubtless there would have been a 
much longer list of disasters had not 
many vessels 
remained 
in shelter. 
where they were driven Monday and 
Tuesday by the heavy winds.

M u n c ie , Ind., Oct. 12.—Miss Adelia 
Parrott, a teacher 20 years old, left 
school Wednesday noon and has not 
been seen since.

Garnishee Statute As Now Interpreted 
too Liberal to Married Men and the 
Question of Its Proper Construction 
W ill Be Raised—One Hundred Men 
to Join Hands. 


An association of one hundred local 
business men to test the state garni­ 
shee law probably will be formed. 
The question of how much of a m ar­ 
ried man's wages are 
exempt from 
garnishee proceedings has never been 
tested. 
The new1 law is very sweep­ 
ing but merchants think it has been 
construed too liberally. 
To make a satisfactory test it will 
be necessary to carry the case to the 
supreme court. 
The plan is to have 
one hundred merchants who suffer 
from bad debts—aud there are a t least 
a hundred in town—put in one dollar 
apiece. 
Proceedings 
will then be

through to the highest court.
